It  is  the  old  familiar  problem  of  small 
surpluses,  and  no  one  in  authority  with  the 
wit  to  collect  them  and  put  them  together 
into  a useful  whole.  The  wineries  are  con- 
testing with  the  jam-makers  for  the  same 
sugar.  The  general  public  long  ago  seems 
to  have  thrown  up  its  hands,  and  gone  out  of 
the  preserving  business  for  the  duration. 
Packers  buy  their  fruit  according  to  their 
sugar  ajlotment.  At  every  turn,  it  is  sugar, 
or  more  often  the  lack  of  it,  that  is  the  de- 
ciding factor  in  whether  food  is  to  be  saved 
or  allowed  to  spoil. 

Why  cannot  one  branch  of  officialdorti  at 
Ottawa  take  time  out  to  look  into  that  situa- 
tion? There  is  plenty  of  sugar  in  Canada, 
while  its  carriage  may  be  the  problem.  Even 
there,  something  could  be  done  to  sec  that  this 
continued  waste  is  stopped,  as  stopped  it  can 
be.  The  harvest  waits  on  no  man.  Unless 
these  products  are  used,  they  are  lost.  And. 
as  we  say,  a very  little  while  from  now  the 
world  will  be  crying  out  for  jams,  preserves, 
dehydrated  fruits,  food  in  all  of  its  many 
complex  forms.  That  is  what  the  liberation 
of  Europe  will  mean.  Why  conserve  paper, 
glass,  cardboard,  grease  and  so  forth,  and 
watch  food  rof  in  the  sun  for  want  of  a little 
practical  vision  9

Members  of  the  House  of  Common*.  Ot- 
tawa. recently  took  time  out  to  tell  this  coun- 
try how  badly  they  fared  in  relation  to  in- 
come taxation,  pressing  on  their  sessional  in- 
demnities of  $4,000  each.  It  was  a con- 
vincing case.'  Some  members  proved  that 
they  lost  money  through  being  Members  of 
Parliament,  whereas  they  could  easily  have 
been  something  else.  Well,  they  passed  the 
Income  Tax  Act.  They  agreed  to  its  con- 
current amendments.  They  sought  scats  in 
the  Dominion  House,  and  would  presumably 
have  been  much  offended  if  the  electors  had 
suggested  that  they  could  not  afford  to  dtT 
that. 

If  the  income  tax  in  Canada  is  pressing 
on  Members  of  Parliament,  with  free  passes 
on  the  railways,  free  tickets  to  many  other 
things,  how  must  if  be  pressing  upon  ordi- 
nary civilians  who  do  not  receive  any  ses- 
sional or  other  indemnity,  other  that  what 
their  daily  labors  bring  them?  We  might — 
and  The  Toronto  Globe  and  Mail  did — 
mention  the  case  of  the  merchant  seamen. 
Merchant  seamen  are  taxed,  although  serv- 
ing in  foreign  waters;  while  the  Army,  Navy 
and  Air  Force  go  free  in  that  particular,  and 
seamen  also  should. 

Members  of  Parliament  did  not  remember 
the  merchant  seamen  when  they  considered 
their  own  indemnities.  Nearly  every  news- 
paper across  Canada,  including  The  Daily 
Colonist,  has  been  pressing  that  case  for  a 
year.  Parliament,  looking  inward,  was  so  en- 
grossed with  taxation  and  indemnities  that 
it  forgot  the  general  public.  It  is  the  public 
that  pays  the  income  tax,  and  Parliament 
that  selects  the  tunc  that  is  to  be  played.  Now 
Parliament  says  it  does  not  like  the  income 
tax.  on  account  of  indemnity  taxation.  Who 
does  like  it'  Who.  in  receipt  of  a nominal 
$4,000  a year,  has  much  if  anything  left  at 
the  end  of  twelve  months'  labors?  Let  Par- 
liament answer.  It  made  the  law. 

If  there  is  to  be  taxation  exemption  in  this 
land  let  it  be  general.  Let  it  apply  to  all  men 
in  their  just  occasions,  and  by  remedial  ac- 
tion to  make  wartime  imposts  more  just 
and  more  even  on  the  public  as  a whole. 
Then  Parliament  would  have  some  right 
to  spend  a day  recounting  its  own  woes. 

'I  hen  honorable  and  learned  Members  might 
have  the  sympathy  of  the  public,  although 
they  have  done  this  thing  to  themselves.  It 
is  special  pleading  to  say  that  a Member  of 
Parliament  must  be  placed  in  a preferred 
position.  In  heavens'  name,  why’

An  Ancient  Game 

The  lawn  bowling  tournament  in  prog- 
ress here  is  a reminder  that,  next  to  archery, 
this  is  lhe  oldest  of  all  British  games.  Shape- 
sf*are  mentions  it  in  "Cymbeline.”  a play 
supposed  to  be  located  in  Britain  in  pre-Rom- 
an days,  and  there  are  historical  records  of  it 
having  been  played  in  England  as  far  back 
as  the  thirteenth  century.  The  famous  South- 
ampton Bowling  Club,  still  in  existence, 
was  founded  as  far  back  as  1299.  In  the 
reigns  of  Edward  III.  and  Richard  II.  it  be- 
came so  popular  as  to  jeopardize  archery  and 
was  suppressed  by  law.  but  under  the  Tu- 
dors it  waxed  into  popularity  again. 

T he  story  of  Sir  Francis  Drake  refusing 
to  break  off  his  game  on  Plymouth  Hoe.  be- 
cause of  the  approach  of  the  Spanish  Armada 
is  recorded  as  historic  fact.  Under  the  Stuarts 
its  populanay  again  increased,  and  James  I. 
and  his  sons  Henry  and  Charles,  were  both 
enthusiastic  bowlers;  but  after  the  Revolu- 
tion of  1689.  the  deposition  of  James  II.  it 
degenerated  into  a centre  of  gambling  and  a 
pothouse  recreation. 

From  Scotland  came  the  revival.  As  a 
form  ol  Summer  curling  it  appealed  to  the 
men  of  the  North,  and  by  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury it  had  become  so  popular  there  as  to  he 
virtually  a Scottish  national  game.  I Ke 
Scots  organized  it  in  associations  and  sub- 
associations,  and  formulated  a code  of  rules.

Double  Schools 

No  approach  to  the  Japanese  qucntion  in 
Canada  will  be  complete  if  it  does  not  take 
into  account  the  schooling  that  these  people 
have  received.  It  is  a fact,  and  a widely 
known  one,  that  Japanese  children  in 
British  Columbia  atrended  the  Occidental 
schools  in  the  daytime,  and  Japanese  schools 
at  night.  In  fact.  British  Columbia  on  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  was  forced  to  legislate 
against  foreign  language  schools  with  that 
very  condition  in  mind. 

It  is  an  open  secret  that  the  young.  Cana- 
dian-born Japanese  did  not  altogether  wish 
ro  engage  in  a double  allotment  of  schooling. 
Some  have  said  that  they  were  unhappy  at 
home,  because  their  parents — older  and  firmly 
set  in  the  ways  of  their  motherland — forced 
them  to  continue  in  a life  and  culture  that 
distinctly  is  not  ours.  That,  of  course,  in- 
volves the  issue  of  loyalty,  and  to  which  land  ? 
If  a special  commission  has  to  determine  that 
accurately  and  justly  in  every  case,  then  it 
will  require  the  insight  of  a Solomon. 

The  point  that  wc  wish  to  make  is  that  it 
is  not  sufficient  to  be  born  in  Canada  and  to 
have  attended  a Canadian  school.  That  may 
confer  domicile,  bu^  it  need  not  affret  na- 
tionality. A great  deal  depends  upon  the 
circumstances  of  the  home  m each  case.  I here 
i*  plenty  of  evidence  to  suggest  that  the  Ca- 
nadian-born Japanese  has  been  sadlv  torn  in 
his.  or  her.  loyalties;  between  filial  obed- 
ience on  the  one  band,  and  the  lure  ol  West- 
ern knowledge  and  Western  ways  on  the 
other  And  whatever  Canada  now  does  is 
going  to  be  unfair  to  some  individuals. 
Should  that  stop  an  honest  search  for  a solu- 
tion of  the  problem,  however  ’ We  think  nor 
That  solution  nni't  be  found,  or  else  in 
twenty  years’  time  British  ( olumbia  will  face 
precisely  the  same  perplexity  that  it  does  now. 

If  Ottawa  is  sincere  in  arguing  that  the 
Japanese — our  sworn  enemies  »n  this  war  — 
are  not  assimilable  in  Canada,  at  wbat  point 
and  in  whaFdegrre  can  any  member  of  the 
race  be  made  assimilable?  To  ask  that  ques- 
tion is  to  answer  if.  British  Columbia  has 
said,  and  the  vast  majority  of  people  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  believe,  that  substantial  re- 
patriation is  the  only  way.  Exception  could 
be  made,  perhaps,  for  those  who  have  borne 
arms  for  us  in  the  conflict,  for  the  bearing 
of  arms  earns  a recognized  claim  to  citizen- 
•hip.  An  exception  may  have  to  be  made  for 
those  who  will  renounce  their  Japanese 
loyalties,  and  swear  outright  allegiance  to 
the  British  Empire.  But  all  such  exceptions 
must  be  scrutinized  with  the  realities  of  to- 
day's mortal  confyct  fully  in  mind.  We  sub- 
mit that  these  exceptions  when  sifted  down 
need  be  very  few.  and  that  each  of  them  must 
be  proved  to  the  hilt.
